REPORT  OF  A.  E.  EMMONS, 
Road  Commissioner  of  Northern  District. 

The  amount  allotted  to  me  by  the  Selectmen  from 
the  total  appropriation  was  $700  for  highways  and  $200 
for  cutting  bushes.  Owing  to  the  scarcity  of  help  and  the 
unusually  high  wages  not  as  much  work  was  accomplished 
as  I  had  hoped,  as  I  could  not  get  help  enough  to  work 
advantageously.  The  two  largest  bridges  in  this  end  of 
the  town  (Bartlett  brook  and  Creek  brook)  had  to  be 
replanked,  also  part  of  the  abutment  at  Bartletts  brook 
had  to  be  relaid.  I  have  devoted  a  large  part  of  my  time 
to  removing  large  rocks  from  the  road,  a  feature  of  road 
work  which  has  been  sadly  neglected  in  previous  years. 
Dr.  H.  H.  Brock  and  Mr.  William  Pray  being  very  anx- 
ious to  have  some  special  work  done  on  their  road,  very 
generously  offered  to  contribute  $100  each  if  the  town 
would  put  in  an  equal  amount.  Accordingly  I  was  in- 
structed by  the  Selectmen  to  reserve  $  1  00  of  my  high- 
way money  and  $100  of  the  amount  for  cutting  bushes 
to  use  for  that  purpose.  As  I  could  secure  but  very  little 
help  this  work  was  not  finished,  leaving  a  balance  to  be 
expended  next  season.  In  behalf  of  the  Town  I  wish  to 
thank  Mr.  Henry  Brock  for  three  days'  work  with  his 
team  near  Shaker  Mill.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOLS. 
To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Lyman: 

The  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent  and  Super- 
intending School  Committee  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
March  1,  1918,  is  as  follows: 

Another  year  with  its  difficulties  and  discourage- 
ments, as  well  as  its  pleasure  and  encouragements,  is  in 
the  past. 

Perhaps  a  brief  statement  of  what  has  been  done 
will  not  be  amiss;   five  schools  Kave  been  maintained 
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throughout  the  year,  but  we  had  to  reduce  the  length  of 
the  school  to  thirty  weeks,  the  minimum  required  by  law, 
as  the  amount  of  money  appropriated  for  schools  would 
not  allow  more.  Some  necessary  repairs  have  been  made; 
the  Cousens  schoolhouse  shingled,  and  the  roofs  of  the 
Smith  and  Union  patched,  but  the  two  last  named  will 
require  shingling  soon.  Some  inside  work  has  also  been 
done.  Just  before  the  close  of  the  school  year,  March  1 , 
1917,  some  second-hand  school-desks  were  bought  in 
Portland  for  about  half  what  new  ones  would  have  cost, 
and  we  had  them  placed  in  the  Union  and  Smith  school- 
houses  where  the  desks  then  in  use  were  the  same  ones 
put  in  when  the  houses  were  built.  We  are  sure  the  change 
was  welcome,  and  the  pupils  made  more  comfortable. 

At  the  Mills,  we  had  the  ceiling  whitened  and  chim- 
ney repaired,  and  at  the  Union  the  ceiling  was  patched 
and  whitened,  and  the  side-walls  and  woodwork  received 
two  coats  of  lead  and  oil  paint.  Having  the  ceilings 
whitened  made  the  rooms  lighter  and  cleaner,  and  the 
painted  walls  are  certainly  more  satisfactory  than  pa- 
pered ones,  being  sanitary,  as  well  as  a  more  permanent 
finish. 

We  hope  the  other  houses  needing  it  will  receive 
similar  treatment. 

One  water-cooler  was  bought,  which  was  the  only 
one  we  were  able  to  get  at  that  time  for  a  reasonable 
price;  three  more  are  needed,  and  we  hope  they  will  be 
procured,  as  they  help  to  keep  the  water  clean  and  cool. 

We  urge  the  children  to  each  have  and  use  their 
own  drinking-cup,  thus  avoiding  the  danger  which  may 
lurk  in  a  cup  or  dipper  used  by  all. 

Because  flags  advanced  so  in  price,  and  we  had  to 
get  new  ropes,  etc.,  we  were  able  to  buy  only  three  large 
flags  for  the  schoolhouses;  two  more  are  needed  and  an 
appropriation  should  be  made  for  same.  We  urge  that 
both  teachers  and  pupils  show  their  loyalty  and  patriotism 
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by  the  proper  display  and  care  of  the  Flag.  Let  us  honor 
the  Flag  which  means  freedom  and  justice  for  all. 

The  attendance  has  been  very  satisfactory  until  the 
intense  cold  and  the  bad  roads  made  it  practically  im- 
possible for  some  pupils  to  get  to  and  from  school,  but 
we  are  sure  our  school-records  compare  favorably  with 
those  of  surrounding  towns. 

All  school  supplies  have  cost  more  this  last  year, 
and  we  were  obliged  to  get  a  few  new  text-books.  More 
books  are  needed,  as  many  of  those  we  now  have,  are 
completely  worn  out  and  not  fit  for  future  use.  We  hope 
an  appropriation  of  at  least  fifty  dollars  ($50)  will  be 
made  for  text-books.  We  urge,  too,  that  another  toilet 
be  provided  at  the  Union  school,  as  there  is  now,  and 
never  has  been,  only  one,  and  that  is  not  sufficient. 

Several  changes  in  our  teaching  force  were  made 
at  the  close  of  the  school-year.  Much  to  the  regret  of 
the  pupils  and  parents,  Miss  Edith  Hanson  of  the  Mills 
school  resigned  to  accept  a  more  lucrative  position.  We 
were  sorry  to  lose  one  of  our  best  teachers,  but  were  for- 
tunate in  securing  Mrs.  Margaret  Hill  of  Dayton  to  take 
her  place,  who  taught  the  Fall  and  Winter  terms  with  fine 
results  and  satisfaction. 

Miss  Hazel  Johnson  also  resigned  as  teacher  at  the 
Smith,  in  order  that  she  might  complete  her  normal  school 
training;  although  a  young  teacher,  she  did  her  work 
thoroughly  and  well  and  won  the  love  and  respect  of  the 
children. 

Miss  Marian  Small  of  South  Portland  was  then  en- 
gaged to  take  the  position,  and  although  her  teaching  ex- 
perience had  been  short,  she  did  good  work.  Miss  Mar- 
garet Rumery  of  our  town  accepted  the  Cousens  school 
for  the  Fall  and  Winter  terms,  after  Miss  Scripter  had 
resigned  to  take  another  position.  Miss  Rumery  is  a 
teacher  of  experience  and  ability  and  we  congratulated 
ourselves  that  we  were  able  to  get  t^fb  such  good  teachers 
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as  Mrs.  Hill  and  Miss  Rumery  near  home,  for  the  salary 
we  paid  had  not  much  attraction  for   a   trained  teacher,  , 
who  would  have  to  pay  board  and  car-fares. 
The  Jackson  school  has  been  taught  the  whole  year  by 
Miss  Mary  Thompson,  who  gave  excellent  satisfaction. 

Miss  Lillian  Garth  of  Sanford  was  the  teacher  at  the 
Union;  she  has  had  some  experience  and  a  year  at  Farm- 
ington  Normal  and  her  work  was  very  thorough  and 
pleasing  to  all  concerned. 

Lyman  has  been  classed  with  Limerick  and  Water- 
boro  for  Union  Supervision,  which  we  hope  will  prove 
satisfactory  and  bring  good  results.  One  of  our  greatest 
needs  is  to  be  able  to  pay  our  teachers  more,  in  order  that 
trained  teachers  may  be  obtained,  those  who  have  used 
their  time  and  efforts  in  special  preparation  for  their 
work. 

We  wish  success  to  all  who  strive  for  the  advance- 
ment of  our  schools. 

Criticisms  have  come,  but  we  appreciate  and  thank 
the  many  who  have  given  us  kind  words  and  encourage- 
ment.

To   the   Union   District   Committee   of   Union  District 
Number  Six: 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  present  my  first  report  as  Su- 
perintendent of  Schools. 

After  a  number  of  years  of  consideration  by  different 
legislatures,  the  legislature  of  1917  passed  the  law  forming 
all  the  towns  in  the  state  into  unions  for  the  employments 
of  Superintendents  of  Schools. 

Under  this  law,  to  the  original  union  of  Limerick  and 
Waterboro  have  been  added  Alfred  and  Lyman,  making  a 
four  town  district  of  twenty-five  schools. 

The  following  table  showing  the  valuation,  town  ap- 
propriation for  common  schools,  rate  of  municipal  taxation, 
rate  of  taxation  for  the  support  of  common  schools  will 
be  of  interest  to  all  our  citizens.

The  municipal  tax  rate  for  the  state  for  1918  was  .02.66, 
The  common  school  tax  rate  for  the  state  was  .0032  for 
1918.  Two  of  onr  towns  made  increases  at  the  March  meet- 
ing of  1918  to  meet  the  additional  expenses  of  the  year.  Al- 
fred increased  her  appropriation  from  $1,000  to  $2,350  and 
Lyman  from  $1,200  to  $1*600.  The  need  of  more  money  to 
support  the  schools  of  Limerick  and  Waterboro,  I  have  pre- 
sented to  the  citizens  of  these  towns  in  their  respective  re- 
ports. 


Our  schools  during  the  spring  term  and  the  month  of 
September  were  well  attended  and  the  work  on  the  whole 
very  satisfactory.  The  influenza  interrupted  the  work  of  the 
fall  term  and  it  will  be  necessary  to  continue  some  of  our 
schools  until  the  last  of  June  to  complete  a  full  school  year. 
The  attendance  in  three  of  our  towns  for  tjie  winter  term 
lias  been  excellent  and  the  present  indications  are  that  our 
work  at  the  end  of  the  year  will  be  in.  far  better  condition 
than  at  one  time  thought  possible. 

Our  several  Boards  of  Health  have  carefully  and  per- 
sistently performed  their  duties  and  the  several  Committees 
have  done  all  in  their  power  to  guard  the  children  and  the 
general  public  against  the  ravages  of  the  worst  epidemic 
that  has  invaded  our  public  schools  for  many  years. 


Il  is  a  well  known  fact  to  all  interested  in  our  public 
schools  that  never  have  teachers  been  so  difficult  to  secure 
as  in  the  \  ear  just  past.    The  war  swept  our  young  men 


SCHOOL  ATTENDANCE 


TEACHERS 
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from  the  High  School  work  into  the  service  of  our  country 
and  many  female  teachers  dropped  out  of  the  work  to  take 
up  war  work  or  because  of  the  lure  of  better  wage  in  fac- 
tory or  office.  . 

Our  district  has  felt  the  teachers'  shortage  less  than 
many.  Of  the  twenty-eight  teaching  positions  nineteen  are 
filled  by  resident  and  nine  by  non-resident  teachers. 

The  wages  of  teachers  have  been  advanced  in  many 
Maine  towns  from  25  to  40  per  cent  this  year.  The  average 
wages  of  the  state  is  $12.04,  of  York  County  $1.2.08. 

In  order  that  our  citizens  may  know  the  wage  scale  of 
the  towns  of  this  district  as  compared  with  two  districts  ad- 
joining this  one,  I  submit  this  table  of  averages  weekly 
wages  paid"  the  teachers  of  our  elementary  schools.

As  a  Union  Committee  you  have  an  opportunity  to  con- 
sider what  can  be  done  to  secure  mutual  advantages  for 
your  towns  in  matters  like  the  maintenance  of  high  schools, 
the  employment  of  special  teachers,  the  employment  of  a 
district  physician  or  nurse  and  the  best  way  of  following 
out  the  offers  and  suggestions  of  our  very  able  State  Educa- 
tional Department. 

Upon  your  interest,  influence  and  good  judgment  much 
of  the  success  and  efficiency  of  our  school  system  must  de- 
pend. '  .

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 
To  the  School  Committee  of  Lyman : 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  submit  to  you  this  my  first  an- 
nual report  of  the  condition  and  needs  of  your  schools. 

This  year  the  number  of  schools  maintained  is  the  same 
a.-'  last  year,  five  in  number,  with  a  registration  of  fifty-six 
pupils. 

On  account  of  the  teacher  shortage  and  the  high  sal- 
aries prevailing,  it  has  been  difficult  to  secure  teachers  from 
out  of  town  and  we  have  been  obliged  to  close  two  schools 
for  a  short  period. 

Our  schools  are  in  many  respects  pleas'ant  and  desirable 
ones,  and  I  hope  that  as  our  country  returns  to  normal  con- 
ditions again  we  can  secure  teachers  at  our  present  salary 
schedule. 

TEACHERS 

This  year  we  have  retained  three  teachers  throughout 
the  year  in  the  Couscns,  Jackson  and  "Mills"  schools.  The 
t  'nion  School  has  had  four  teachers  and  the  Smith  School 
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three  teachers.  J  have  found  our  teachers  cordial,  respon- 
sive and  willing  to  make  the  most  of  their  opportunities. 

Last  Spring  we  worked  out  a  temporary  "Course  of 
Study,"  which  has  been  helpful. 

At  the  present  time  our  schools  are  taught  by  teachers 
of  experience  and  are  all  doing  well. 

CONVEYANCE  AXD  FUEL 
Tt  is  the  experience  of  towns  all  over  rural  New  Eng- 
land that  as  school  population  diminishes  the  country 
schools  are  closed  one  by  one  and  the  cjuestion  of  convey- 
ance becomes  one  of  the  problems  of  the  School  Committee. 
Lyman  is  no  exception,  for  1  find  that  Mrs.  Tibbetts  in  Jier 
report  of  1918  tells  us  that  ( 1-?* )  one-third  of  the  entire 
school  fund  was  expended  for  transportation,  or.  $732  for 
transportation  was  expended  from  a  total  school  fund  of 
$2  '230.51.  This  condition  and  the  small  number  of  pupils 
in  each  school  make  our  per  capita  cost  a  very  high  one. 

The  cost  of  fuel  has  increased  from  40  per  cent  to  60 
per  cent  in  two  years. 

EXPENSES 

Last  year  the  town  increased  its  appropriation  for 
common  schools  and  the  act  was  a  wise  and  necessary  one= 
We  need  the  same  amount  for  next  year.  This  year  on  ac- 
count of  the  influenza  some  of  our  schools  will  continue 
through  the  winter  months. 

If  we  find  the  fuel  and  conveyance  bills  can  be  reduced 
the  saving  will  be  applied  to  increasing  the  length  of  the 
school  year. 

REPAIRS 

This  year  new  blackboards  were  purchased  for  the 
Jackson,  Smith  and  Lmion  School  buildings. 

A  new  wire  fence  has  been  built  around  the  Cousens 
School  lot.  The  Smith  schoolhouse  and  shed  were  shingled 
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and  the  Town  Hall  painted,  one-half  of  the  cost  being  tak- 
en from  the  repair  fund  of  the  school  department. 

There  are  repairs  that  should  have  been  made,  but  be- 
cause of  the  difficulty  of  securing  help  the  buildings  remain 
untouched.  The  interior  of  the  Smith  and  Jackson  School 
buildings  are  not  creditable  to  our  town  and  as  soon  a§ 
possible  I  plan  to  have  conditions  made  more  presentable. 

I  desire  to  make  this  recommendation  to  the  Commit- 
tee and  citizens  regarding  repairs : 

1st.  That  a  sum  be  raised  for  the  incidental  repair 
expenses. 

2nd.  That  a  sum  of  money  be  raised  for  the  purpose  of 
placing  one  building  in  thorough  repair  ,i.  e.,  laying  a  hard 
wood  floor,  providing  a  good  clean  ceiling,  painting  and 
papering  where  needed,  supplying  new  desks  where,  needed 
and  making  all  surroundings  neat  and  sanitary. 

TEXT  ROOKS  AND  SUPPLIES 

This  year  we  have  introduced  the  "Progressive  Road  to 
Reading"  in  the  first  and  second  grades  and  have  purchased 
the '  Field  and  Young  Readers  as  the  old  material  was 
discarded.  The  Montgomery  history  has  been  furnished 
the  grammar  grades.  Algebra  has  been  introduced  for  use 
in  the  ninth  grade  because  of  the  requirements  of  both  the 
Alfred  and  Kennebunk  High  Schools. 

I  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the  citizens  as  well  as  the 
committee  that  the  town  meeting  of  March,  1917,  appropri- 
ated nothing  for  Text  Books  and  the  meeting  of  last  year 
but  ($75)  seventy-five  dollars. 

We  will  need  at  least  ($125)  one  hundred  twenty-five 
dollars  for  next  year. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  teachers  for  their 
loyal  support  and  for  their  good  work  in  our  schools.  I  hope 
to  meet  and  know  more  of  the  citizens  and  parents  of  Ly- 
man this  year,  for  no  Superintendent  can  successfully  con- 
duct school  affairs  without  their  confidence. 
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My  thanks  arc  3  lso  due  to  von.  the  members  of  the 
school  board,  for  your  help  and  advice.  I  appreciate  your 
help  and  advice,  which  has  been  given  freely  whenever  I 
have  asked  for  it.

But  when  we  stop  to 
think  of  the  excessive  amount  of  rain  last  Fall,  also  the  fact 
that  we  had  a  heavy  auto  truck  hauling  boards  over  our 
roads,  the  deficit  is  most  reasonably  explained.  I  feel  that 
the  traveling  public  will  bear  me  out  when  I  say  that  had  I 
overdrawn  Considerably  more  there  would  have  been  no 
boulevards  in  this  section.

To  the  Union  Committee  of  District  Number  Six: 

In  making  my  second  annual  report  I  find  some  condi- 
tions' of  common  interest  which  seem  to  make  a  message  to 
the  entire  Board  fitting  and  proper. 

Never  in  the  recent  history  of  this  country  have  the 
school  officials  found  so  many  difficulties  of  school  admin- 
istration as  at  present. 

The  ever  increasing  cost  of  fuel,  supplies,  repairs  and 
salaries  reaching  in  some  cases  far  beyond  the  resources 
provided  have  caused  much  anxiety  in  the  past  and  the  end 
is  not  yet. 

It  is  my  imperative  duty  to  call  to  your  attention  the 
need  of  greater  resources  for  the  maintenance  of  our  public 
school  system.  It  is  a  need  that  deserves  the  intelligent  con- 
sideration of  every  thinking  man  and  woman. 

Is  it  not  worth  while  to  hold  fast  all  of  the  power  and 
efficiency  developed  by  our  schools  and  try  to  increase  and 
promote  the  same.  Every  member  of  our  Board  will,  I 
have  no  doubt,  give  to  this  problem  the  time  and  care  it  de- 
serves and  I  trust   after   the  estimates  have  been  carefully 
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made  that  needs  will  be  presented  to  the  citizens  of  our' 
towns  in  a  tactful  and  convincing  manner. 

The  salaries  of  our  experienced  teachers  have  been  in- 
creased 50  per  cent  in  three  years,  but  most  of  you  are  fa- 
miliar with  the  government  estimate  that  49  cents  six 
years  ago  had  the  same  purchasing  power  that  ($1)  one 
dollar  has  today.  Or  the  salary  of  1913  must  be  more  than 
doubled  in  order  to  have  the  same  purchasing  power. 

We  feel  that  this  illustration  is  not  overdrawn  and  it  is 
a  matter  of  common  knowledge  that  the  teachers  of  Maine 
have  been  underpaid  in  the  past  and  still  remain  so.  At  the 
present  time  there  are  fewer  students  in  our  Normal  School 
than  for  many  years,  because  in  shop,  factory  and  clerical, 
position  the  wage  is  more  attractive  and  the  preparation  less 
expensive  and  exacting. 

One  thing  remains  to  be  done,  our  teaching  positions 
must  be  made  attractive  enough  to  induce  our  girls  to  pre- 
pare to  teach  and  to  remain  in  service  in  the  schools  of 
Maine  a  reasonable  period.  We  need  to  make  a  more 
marked  distinction  between  the  trained  and  the  untrained 
and  the  efficient  and  the  inefficient  teacher.  Our  older  teach- 
ers should  be  encouraged  to  attend  Summer  School  and 
their  expenses  met  by  salary  increases. 

In  some  of  our  towns  the  work  of  improving  the  in- 
teriors of  one  school  room  has  been  going  on  for  a  number 
of  years  with  excellent  results.  I  hope  to  see  a  hardwood 
floor,  a  jacketed  stove  and  single  seats  in  every  rural  school 
room  within  two  years.  It  is  the  opinion  of  your  Superin- 
tendent that  all  of  the  improved  conditions  have  been  heart- 
ily appreciated  by  the  pupils,  teachers,  and  communities  in 
which  they  were  made. 

The  fall  term  of  1918  was  very  broken  and  some  of  our 
schools  after  long  spring  terms  were  unable  to  finish  the 
year's  schedule. 

The  efforts  and  the  attendance  of  the  pupils  and  teach- 
ers have  been  praiseworthy  and  they  have  worked  very 
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faithfully  to  overcome  the  handicap  imposed  upon  them  by 
illness,  both  in  the  fall  of  1918  and  the  winter  of  1919.  • 

Tn  this  reconstruction  period,  there  are  certain  funda- 
mental truths  that  are  borne  home  to  us : — First,  the  need 
of  a  more  efficient  and  far-reaching  public  school  system 
that  shall  teach  so  well  that  illiteracy  will  be  overcome  and 
the  foundation  for  an  intelligent  American  citizenship  se- 
cured. 

Second : — An  understanding  of  what  per  cent  of  a 
town's  revenue  may  be  used  for  educational  purposes  and 
the  estimates  of  School  Committees  be  taken  as  the  best 
possible  basis  of  making  school  appropriations. 

Third : — That  so  long  as  the  present  standard  of  values 
continue  the  public  schoois  need  at  least  three  times  as 
much  money  appropriated  by  the  town  as  they  did  six  years 
ago. 

In  the  year  just  closed  we  have  held  local  teachers' 
meetings  in  the  different  towns.  All  of  our  Secondary  and 
Rural  School  agents  have  visited  our  schools  and  held  very 
live  and  enthusiastic  meetings  in  Alfred  and  limerick. 
Nearly  all  of  our  teachers  attended  the  State  Teachers' 
Convention  at  Portland  and  the  County  Convention  at  San- 
ford. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  our  Union  Committee 
for  their  uniform  kindness,  interest  and  courtesy  during  the 
past  year. 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Lyman. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  present  my  second  annual  re- 
port of  the  condition  and  needs  of  the  Lyman  public 
schools. 

Our  spring  term  was  a  long  one  and  the  attendance 
was  excellent.  At  the  close  of  the  year,  six  of  our  pupils 
were  certified  to  enter  High  School.  Four  of  this  number 
are  now  attending*  secondary  schools. 

The  fall  term  of  fifteen  weeks  was  one  of  uninterrupted 
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progress.  I  wish  to  call  to  the  attention  of  the  Lyman  par- 
ents and  taxpayers,  that  in  the  seven  terms  that  a  banner 
has  been  offered  to  the  schools  of  Union  Dist.  No.  6  for  the 
best  term's  attendance  the  schools  of  Lyman  have  won  it 
three  times,  the  Cousens  School  winning  once  and  the  Jack- 
son twice.  Although  this  winter  term  has  been  one  of 
roughest  weather  condition  for  years,  six  of  the  eight  chil- 
dren attending  the  Jackson  School  were  perfect  in  attend- 
ance. 

TEACHERS 

I  do  not  need  to  repeat  the  story  of  teacher  shortage  or 
the  difficulty  of  securing  teachers  for  our  rural  schools. 

When  the  fall  term  opened  we  had  but  one  of  our  old 
teachers  with  us.  I  secured  an  experienced  teacher  for  our 
largest  school  and  employed  three  inexperienced  teachers 
for  our  smaller  schools. 

Our  new  teachers  were  local  girls  and  they  did  their 
best  to  supply  the  lack  of  experience  with  tact,  zeal  and  in- 
terest. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  their  work  and  the 
hearty  co-operation  with  which  they  met  and  followed  sug- 
gestions made.  The  evidence  of  the  interest  at  the  Jackson 
School  is  best  attested  by  the  attendance  record.  The  work 
in  the  "Mills"  School  has  been  conducted  in  an  efficient 
way.  The  number  of  grades  make  this  school  one  of  the 
most  difficult  in  the  Union  District. 

SUGGESTIONS 

Next  fall  it  will  be  more  difficult  to  secure  teachers 
than  ever.  I  have  no  doubt  that  this  will  lead  to  more  con- 
solidation of  rural  schools  than  ever  before  for  the  desire  to 
place  the  children  under  good  teachers  wi)1  lead  to  the  com- 
bination of  small  groups.  There  arc  two  or  three  such  com- 
binations possible  in  Lyman. 

1st — The  Cousens  and  Union  Schools  at  the  Union. 
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2nd — The  Cousens  and  Jackson  Schools  at  the  Jackson. 

3rd — The  Smith  School  consolidated  with  the  grades 
of  South  Waterboro. 

I  am  not  suggesting  this  as  a  measure  of  economy  but 
as  a  possible  means  to  secure  the  best  training  for  the  child 
under  the  conditions  of  1920. 

The  state  has  recently  increased  its  Equalization  Fund 
from  $50,000  to  $150,000.  This  fund  is  used  to  aid  towns 
that  cannot  secure  good  schools  after  the  school  tax  rate 
and  the  town  tax  rate  are  above  the  average  of  the  state.  I 
desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  last  year  we  had 
$381.25  as  a  balance  in  our  Common  School  Fund.  This 
year  there  was  an  overdrawal. 

I  think  it  would  be  a  wise  policy  to  raise  ($2,200) 
twenty-two  hundred  dollars  for  Common  Schools  in  order 
to  have  a  rate  above  the  state  average  for  Common  Schools 
and  if'  our  municipal  rate  is  above  the  average  of  the  state 
we  can  depend  on  a  part  of  the  state  fund  to  help  defray 
expenses. 

REPAIRS 

The  repairs  recommended  in  the  school  report  of  1919 
have  been  carried  out.  The  Union  School  building  has  been 
shingled  and  the  out-house  repaired. 

At  the  Jackson  School,  the  interior  was  whitened, 
painted  and  a  hard  wood  floor  laid.  The  interior  of  the 
Smith  School  building  was  patched  and  painted.  All  of 
these  improvements  have  been  greatly  appreciated  by  all 
who  come  into  these  buildings  or  are  interested  in  the  work. 

It  is  the  wish  of  the  Committee  that  this  work  be  con- 
tinued. We  need  floors  in  three  buildings  if  we  continue  to 
use  that  number.  New  blackboards  are  needed  at  the 
"Mills"  and  the  efficiency  and  healthfulness  of  our  stoves 
can  be  greatly  improved  by  installing'  sheet  iron  jackets 
around  them  and  providing  a  pipe  for  ventilation.  While 
this  can  not  all  be  done  in  one  year  the  committee  by  ex- 
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pending  a  regular  appropriation  each  year  can  soon  secure 
fine  results  and  the  interest  and  benefit  of  the  community  be 
kept  and  appreciated.  We  are  asking  for  the  same  appro- 
priation as  last  year. 

In  closing,  ]  wish  to  thank  the  pupils  and  teachers  for 
their  interest  and  fine  cooperation,  the  parents  for  their  sup- 
port and  our  School  Committee  for  help  and  a  devoted  ser- 
vice to  the  needs  of  our  public  schools.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To    the    Superintending   School    Committee  and 
Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Lyman. 
It  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my 
first  annual  report  of  the  condition  and  needs  of  the  schools 
of  Lyman. 

Generally  speaking,  the  ,past  school  year  has  been 
marked  by  progress  and  success.  We  have  not  been  ham- 
pered by  the  lack  of  teachers  or  the  prevalence  of  epidemics. 
In  most  cases  the  attendance  has  been  very  good  and  the 
pupils  have  manifested  a  keen  interest  in  their  work.  There 
is  a  fine  spirit  of  loyalty  among  the  teachers  and  I  find  them 
at  all  times  willing  to  take  suggestions  and  to  use  their  best 
efforts  in  an  endeavor  to  perform  their  duties  in  a  thorough 
and  efficient  manner. 

There  have  been  no  radical  changes  in  the  course  of 
study  perused  during  the  past  few  years.  Physical  educa- 
tion, in  accordance  with  state  law,  has  been  given  a  definite 
place  in  the  daily  program.  The  .work  consists  of  physical 
exercises  and  instruction  in  hygiene.  In  the  past  too  little 
attention  has  been  given  to  the  education  of  the  child's  body. 
Good  work  has  been  done  thus  far  in  this  connection  but 
there  is  opportunity  for  improvement.  May  I  suggest  that 
the  State  will,  pay  not  to  exceed  eight  hundred  dollars 
towards  the  salary  of  a  supervisor  of  physical  training  em- 
ployed by  any  town  or  union  of  towns.  Such  a  supervisor 
would  be  a  decided  help  to  any  school  system  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  many  towns  will  be  able  to  take  advantage  of 
the  provision  in  the  law  which  has  been  mentioned. 
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SUGGESTIONS 

The  standing  attained  by  the  Lyman  pupils  who  are  at-, 
tending  high  schools  would  seem  for  the  most  part  to  indi- 
cate that  they  have  received  an  elementary  training  which 
compares  well  with  that  received  by  pupils  in  neighboring 
towns.  There  are  several  factors  which  must  be  taken  into 
consideration  if  the  schools  are  to  be  kept  up  to  standard 
and  definite  progress  achieved.  The  first  and  principal 
requisite  of  any  school  is  a  good  teacher.  At  the  present 
time  we  have  a  corps  of  teachers  who,  with  one  exception, 
have  had  some  teaching  experience  previous  to  the  present 
school  year.  It  seems  hardly  necessary  to  suggest  that  a  con- 
stant change  in  a  teaching  staff  can  have  no  other  tendency 
than  that  of  weakening  the  school  system.  It  therefore  be- 
comes imperative,  in  so  far  as  possible  to  maintain  a  con- 
stant corps  of  teachers  from  year  to  year.  Many  towns 
have  recently  realized  this  fact  and  have  met  the  situation 
with  increased  remunerations.  There  still  exists,  however, 
a  very  noticeable  shortage  of  teachers  throughout  the  coun- 
try and  although  there  seem  to  be  indications  of  a  gradual 
return  to  normal  conditions  we  have  by  no  means  reason  to 
be  over  confident.  The  town  of  Lyman  made  generous  in- 
creases in  wages  during  the  past  year  and  the  interest  in  the 
schools  thus  manifested  is  very  commendable. 

Another  factor  to  be  taken  into  consideration  in  the 
matter  of  educational  standards  is  the  length  of  the  school 
year.  It  is  an  obvious  fact  that  those  towns  which  main- 
tain their  schools  for  the  longest  period  during  the  year 
will,  generally  speaking,  get  the  best  results/The  minimum 
length  of  school  year  required  by  law  is  thirty  weeks,  while 
that  generally  conceded  to  be  the  requirement  of  a  standard 
school  is  thirty-six  weeks.  At  the  present  time  the  Lyman 
schools  are  being  maintained  thirty-two  weeks  in  the  year. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  there  may  be  increases  in  this  respect 
from  year  to  year  until  we  have  reached  the  standard  which 
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has  been  mentioned.  Many  towns  throughout  the  state 
have  reorganized  their  school  systems  on  an  eight  grade 
basis ;  the  State  course  of  study  is  based  on  an  eight 
grade  system.  I  feel  confident  that  with  a  school 
year  of  thirty-six  weeks  we  could  adopt  this  eight  year 
scheme  of  grading  and  that  it  would  be  a  decided 
step  in  advance.  Under  present  existing  economic  con- 
ditions a  year  in  a  child's  lite  is  by  no  means  of  in- 
consequential value.  This  fact  is  borne  out  by  the  very  ap- 
preciable percentage  of  those  who  leave  school  scarcely  be- 
fore the  completion  of  their  elementary  course.  I  believe 
that  the  saving  of  one  year  made  possible  by  an  eight  grade 
system  might  tend  to  encourage  many  of  these  pupils  to  en- 
ter high  school.  As  I  have  already  suggested,  however,  the 
best  results  from  such  a  system  would  be  attained  only  by 
longer  school  year. 

REPAIRS 

Generally  speaking  the  school  houses  are  in  good  state 
of  general  repair.  The  addition  of  blackboards  al  Good- 
win's Mills  and  the  installation  of  modern  adjustable  seats 
and  desks  at  the  Cousens  school  are  among  the  improve- 
ments of  the  past  year.  Further  progress  in  these  matters 
is  hoped.  Heating,  ventilating  and  lighting  conditions 
could  be  improved  by  jacketed  stoves  and  additional  win- 
dows. I  trust  that  from  year  to  year  we  may  make  definite 
progress  in  bringing  about  physica1  condition.^  which  shall 
be  more  in  keeping  with  present  day  standards. 

TEXT  BOOKS 

There  have  been  a  few  new  books  added  to  our  equip- 
ment, the  only  change  in  texts,  however,  being  that  of  geo- 
graphies. The  new  books  have  proved  very  well  suited  to 
the  needs  of  the  schools.  The  arithmetics  now  in  use  are  of 
an  old  edition  and  in  many  cases  are  becoming  worn  and 
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unusable.  I  would  respectfully  request  that  as  these  books 
wear  out  they  be  replaced  by  a  more  modern  text.  We  are 
also  very  much  in  need  of  additional  supplementary  readers. 
I  trust  these  facts  will  be  considered  in  making  the  appro- 
priation for  next  year. 

FINANCIAL 

The  increased  cost  of  maintaining  the  schools  has  made 
it  a  matter  of  great  difficulty  to  keep  within  the  appropria- 
tions. A  comparison  of  this  year's  salaries  with  those 
shown  in  the  report  of  last  spring  will  make  evident  one  of 
the  reasons  for  the  overdraft  in  the  common  school  account. 
We  were  able  to  maintain  school  but  five  weeks  during  the 
winter  owing  to  shortage  of  funds.  I  feel  that  better  results 
could  be  attained  by  the  maintenance  of  a  longer  winter 
term.  Aside  from  the  text  book  account  we  have  kept  with- 
in all  the  other  appropriations.  I  am  asking  for  an  increase 
in  the  amount  to  be  raised  for  common  schools  and  for  text 
books  and  supplies,  basing  my  estimate  on  the  overdrafts 
which  I  have  mentioned  and  upon  the  apparent  needs  of 
next  year.  I  trust  these  recommendations  will  meet  the 
careful  consideration  of  every  voter. 

There  are  some  differences  between  amounts  shown  in 
my  financial  statement  and  figures  shown  in  the  Selectmen's 
report.  This  difference  is  due  to  the  fact  that  certain  bills 
have  been  paid  without  the  approval  of  the  Superintending 
School  Committee  and  consequently  I  have  no  record  of  the 
same. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee,  to  the  teachers  and  to  parents  and 
citizens  for  their  co-operation,  loyalty  and  support  during 
the  past  months.

22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the 
road  leading  by  the  old  Foss  Smith  place,  Evans  and  Car  - 
lisle Road,  so-called. 

23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  a  sum  of 
money  to  pay  the  school  committee. 

24.  To  see  what  commission  the  Town  will  vote  the 
Tax  Collector  for  collecting  taxes. 

25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  maintain  a  school 
in  District  No.  4. 

26.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  the 
Constable  for  his  services. 

27.  To  act  on  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting.
